Adult Education Classes 


Mechanics of Prayer, Rabbi Rich- 
man’s three-class series in January 
explored the structure, text and chor- 
eography of the daily prayer cycle, 
Shacharit, Minchah and Maz’ariv. 
Participants in the class were treated 
to Rabbi Richman’s spirited presen- 
tation of the significance and history 
of the services with wide ranging 
commentary from great rabbis 
throughout the ages and insights in- 
to how modern Jewish sects use lit- 
urgy in the light of their beliefs. The 
first two classes covered the P’sukei 
D’zimrah and the Shema with its 
blessings respectively. The third class 
was entirely devoted to the Amidah. 
Each class also covered the choreog- 
raphy of prayer including the when, 
how and why of bowing and han- 
dling the tzitzit. Some class time was 
also devoted to chavruta (study in 
small groups) using some portions of 
the text as the basis for discussion. 


All participants were enthused by the 
subject matter and presentation. 
Look for the next classes in this ser- 
ies, Mechanics of Prayer II, coming 
sometime in April or May. 


Rabbi Richman will also be teaching 
a class on the history and celebra- 
tion of Purim on Wednesday, March 
15th at 7:30 pm and two classes on 
Passover, one covering the spiritual 
meaning and ritual observance of the 
Seder and the other on Passover 
Kashrut and Bedikat Hametz. The 
Passover classes will be held on con- 
secutive Thursdays, April 6th and 
13th at 7:30 pm.

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Va’ad Minutes 


In her D’var Torah on Parshat Bo, 
Sue Bojdak pointed out that in 
Pharoah’s unhardened moments he 
acknowledged his guilt, pleaded for 
forgiveness and asked for a blessing 
from the God of the Israelites. She 
challenged us to explore the act of 
hardening our own hearts or those 
of others. 


Treasurer Arthur Slepian indicated 
that we expect to close the year with 
a surplus. In addition, we will have 
to transfer any monies from our re- 
stricted funds. The Capital Cam- 
paign is currently on target. How- 
ever, all of our cash reserves will be 
used up within two years if revenues 
and expenses remain constant. The 
Finance Committee concluded that 
immediate action is required. David 
Gellman proposed that we create a 
Revenue Task Force to consider 
ways to increase revenue from all 
potential sources over the next eight 
months. The task force might in- 
clude three past presidents, three 
Va’ad members and three members 
at large. There was general appro- 
val. Thanks were expressed to Ar- 
thur for his work. David is currently 
soliciting names of people to sit on 
the task force. 


Administrator Lea Salem updated 
the Va’ad on efforts to revitalize the 
Bikkur Cholim Committee. She al- 
so reported back from the Biennial 
and the National Association of 
Temple Administrators Convention 
and stressed that she has a lot of 
material on a range of topics and 
encourages people to use her as a 
resource. 


President David Gellman summar- 
ized and invited discussion of Rab- 
bi Yoffie’s Presidential Sermon from 
the UAHC Biennial. A broad rang- 
ing discussion ensued which 
touched on a variety of topics and 
ideas related to political action, vol- 
unteerism, worship services, music, 
community, long range planning and 
generally revitalizing the congrega- 
tion. Everyone was appreciative of 
David’s sparking this discussion. 


Bikkur Cholim 
by Avraham Giannini 


Bikkur Cholim — I looked up the 
meaning thinking I would find some 
complex insights. But as usual in the 
Jewish world, the definition of the two 
words is very simple - visiting the sick - 
while the meaning is complex. At a re- 
cent discussion about the structure and 
function of the Bikkur Cholim com- 
mittee at CSZ, Rabbi Dorothy Rich- 
man led a study of Talmud and the 
mitzvah of visiting the sick; the privi- 
lege accorded to the visitor as well as 
the sick; the need for the visitor to ask 
permission to serve the sick; and an in- 
sight / look at the Talmudic models of 
Rabbi Yohanan and his contempora- 
ries. For someone who usually stays 
away from “committee meetings,” I was 
snowed - even the joy of Talmud was 
present here. I shared my experience 
that some of my sickest asthmatic pa- 
tients sometimes ask me how I am do- 
ing — and they are really concerned 
and care. This is so special for me and 
them allowing us both to truly partici- 
pate in the dialogue of the healing 
process. 


Later, Dahlia, who has brought us so 
much energy and direction and Lea, 
who has recently been the one woman 
de facto Bikkur Cholim Committee, 
gently guided us into three groups. We 
now have a Food (and comfort), Doc- 
tor Visit (and comfort) and Shiva 
(comfort) divisions, and we now un- 
derstand that comfort is indeed the 
common denominator, and that if 
someone calls you to participate, it 
should be your joy to do so. Rabbi 
Dorothy teaches us that our activities 
should not be a burden but instead 
happy possibilities. The Bikkur Cholim 
Committee and all who are interested 
meet again April 4, at 7 pm with UAHC 
Rabbi Richard Address’ presentation.

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Why Is This New Member Different From All Others?

Congregation Sha’ar Zahav is pleased 
to welcome the scholarly, worldly and 
philanthropic Bernard Schertzer to the 
congregation. Bernard is a self-descri- 
bed “itinerant teacher.” Born in New 
York City, raised in San Diego, Ber- 
nard first moved to San Francisco in 
1990, left, and then returned again in 
1993. He has traveled extensively to 
many countries including Taiwan, 
Brazil, Thailand, Japan and Ecuador. 


So, pull up a chair, whip out your 
passport and have a dictionary handy 
as the Gaily Forward asks the 4 ques- 
tions and explores “Why is this mem- 
ber different from all other members?” 


Q. In what ways do you identify as a Jew? 


A. “That was the hand that I was 
dealt,” replied Bernard. Born into an 
orthodox home, though one without 
frocks and beards, he was sent to He- 
brew school as a young child in the 
Bronx. When his family moved to 
Southern California, he was promptly 
enrolled in Hebrew School again. Ber- 
nard quickly equivocated, “My early 
education, however, did not really take. 
I attended CSZ many years ago, but 
wasn’t really ready for synagogue. I 
was basically a ‘High Holiday Jew’ 
until I moved to Japan.” 


Bernard then described his involve- 
ment with the JCC in Tokyo. It was 
the only synagogue in the city and at- 
tracted a constant flow of Jews from 
around the world. At the JCC, Ber- 
nard got involved with a group of 
“yeshiva bochers” and became in- 
volved in study and mysticism. Ber- 
nard has carried that love and that tra- 
dition to CSZ where he is a regular at 


Saturday morning Torah study. “Torah 
is the center of Judaism. And I have a 
scholarly bent.” 


Q. Speaking of Torah, which mitzvah is 
the most compelling and important to you? 


A. “Perform one kind act a day,” Ber- 
nard quickly responded. And he is a 
man of his word. In fact, just before 
we spoke for this interview, Bernard 
was at the synagogue because he had 
recently became a member of the Li- 
brary Committee. Bernard has volun- 
teered for the past three years at an 
AIDS residence where he gives over 
ten hours of time each week. 


Q. What are your favorite holidays and 
traditions? 


A. “I love Purim - cooking and bak- 
ing the hamentaschen, the customs of 
Esther, Mordecai and Ahasuerus. Al- 
though I have not dressed up in years!” 
he exclaimed. Maybe we can convince 
him! “I also love dancing with the 
Torah on Simchat Torah.” 


Q. Passover is right around the corner. 
Any special plans? 


A. Bernard is excited to lead a Seder 
at a non-Jewish friend’s home. “I plan 
to get them involved in the act - hav- 
ing them ask the four questions and 
such. It is an old teaching trick,” he 
explained. “And there will be all the 
traditional food - wine soaked apples, 
the eggs and horseradish.” 


Please join me in welcoming Bernard 
to our synagogue. We look forward to 
his continued involvement in making 
CSZ a special place for all of our 
members.

On Monday, February 7, I attended a 
meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the UAHC Board of Trustees in 
New York. 


At that meeting, Rabbi Paul Menitoff, 
Executive Director of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis 
(CCAR), briefed us on a resolution on 
same gender marriage to be voted on 
at the CCAR, in late March. The reso- 
lution defines loving gay and lesbian 
relationships as sacred, and as worthy 
of sanctification by rabbis, in the syna- 
gogue, as those of heterosexual cou- 
ples. Rabbi Menitoff is a strong sup- 
porter of the resolution; he believes it 
will pass. 


But, as I am writing this in mid-Febru- 
ary, it seems the majority of the good 
citizens of California do not approve 
of same gender marriage. That being 
the case, I think it’s important to re- 
mind ourselves that in all our struggles 
for justice, we do have strong support 
from many not of our community.
